Lethbridge Experimental Station 

The use of commercial fertilizers | 
has developed considerably in recent 
years on the irrigaation lands of south- | 
ern Alberta and on wheat lands in 
the areas of higher rainfall. Phos-! 
phate has proved to be the principal 
plant food that is needed but under 
@ome conditions nitrogen as well im- 
proves the crop. 

Where farmers have tried fertiliz- 
er and found that it gives them a pro- 
fitable increase in production they 
immediately become interested and 
want to know what kind of fertilizer 
to buy. For irrigated land, it is usual- 


a in readaily available 
forms. For dry, land grain, either am- 
monium phosphate or triple super- 
phosphate has been found satisfact- 
ory. 

It is weal to point out that fertilizer 
of different strengths are put on the 
market and the Value of these fertili- | 
Zers per ton to the farmer depends | 
primarily on the percentage of the 
desired available plant food they con- 
tain. But bow is he to know how much 
plant food is in the fertilizer.
